Elsewhere In today's Issue .of the Tlmcs- 
Ncws Is an announcement by the Magic Val- 
ley Processing company, reporting on Its first 
season of operation. 

For years. Twin Falls hlis been seeking new 
Industries to provide payrolls needed for 
rounding out our economic stability. It Is 
significant that the Magic Valley Processing 
company Is not only a definite step In that 
direction, but that It also works to the direct 
benefit of our principal Industry — farmlrtg. 

It win be recalled that the company was 
' organized last summer without much fai^- 
fare. A group of business men and farmers 
banded themselves, together In the new ven- 
ture, believing that It would, provide a sub- 
stantial market for cull potatoes. 

As the company's statement explains, lU 
first year's operation has demonstrated the 
possibility of absorbing alt the cull potatoes 
In this territory by converting them into com- 
mercial starch. 

Confronted with the usual handicaps every 
now manufacturing concern experiences dur- 
Inc Its first year of operation, and an \musual 
demand for cull potatoes, the company has 
made a remarkable showing. With Improve- 
ments It win pay for out of earnings this 
summer, the plant should establish Itself as 
a highly important Industry In this vicinity 
by the time another processing season htis 
been completed. In addition to that, the 
management may be in position to pay an 
even higher price for. culls. 

Potato growers should not overlook the Im- 
portance of this new Industry because quite 
conceivably it may provide a ready market, 
year after year, for all their culls which here- 
tofore have been In little, if any, demand.

NONE CAN TAKE MOTHER'S 
PLACE 

The country's ncc<l tor workers 
to take Uie place, ot men call«l ic 
Uie aer\'lce has brought up the quc.i. 
lion ot moUiors going out to worl 
and leaving their children without 
their aupcrvlslon, Wlien Uiat hni>- 
pens Uie children are the losers every 
time. 

Mother Is the child's first, best 
teacher, first, boi friend. Nobody 
on earth can take a mother's place 
In a child's heart, nobody can take 
her place In Intluendn); liLs life. No 
matter how devoted, how well train- 
ed, a teacher or social worker may 
be. he cannot take the mother' 
place In Uie child's life. 

There Ls a sjiecla! ftort ot under- 
standing between a child and his 
mother. They need no wordi. Tliey 
understand each oilier, tee tor each 
otlier, love each oilier wlUi an 

Slome \i what mother makes It: 
Its jioverty or ILi rlchne.'..i In 
lerlal ways Li not Important t< 
child's reeling. As long as mother 
li there, home Is beautiful, a ref- 
uge, a place of peace for his spirit. 
In war-Ume a child's spirit Li more 
In need of support than hLi body 
and that makes a mother's presence 
in the home c-sentlal. 

Can De Freed Temporarily 

In homes where Uiere are children 
In Uielr early teens, perhaps UiotkC 
between IS and IB, the moUicr 
be freed tor outside work for a 
hours dally, but even then, slii 
needed to direct, strengthen and 
courage Uie children m that Uicy 
malie no grave mistakes. Tlie young 
people of 18 ran go out to do war 
work and make the mother's service 
unnectiAary as far as that tamlly la 
concerned. 

Children under 13, and som 
years old— IL aJl depends' upon Uie 
character and training they have — 
cannot bo left alone for any IcngUi 
ot Ume, especlaUy now. There are 
too many char\ces to be Ijiken. Tlie 
ehl'rtren are too excited. 

Tlicro Is a group of moUicrs 
mait be considered. Tlicy have Uie 
opportunity now lo cam some money 
and Uiey Uilnk they should do i 
Maybe their need Ls so great UUs 
neccssarj'. 

Rest to .Stay Home 

AnoUitT group ot moilitrs. ii 
to large perhain. but still larbc 
enough for con.ildcrnllon. Ls con , 
ed of women whcywnuld raUier work 
in a factory or office dally than 
stay at home and care for a tamlly 
of children. Maybe they need to get 
out of the home. It is po^slble that 
they would bo more useful to the 
country that way. But the children 
of both groups must be cared tor. 

My experience would Indicate that 
tlie motiier Li needed at home. It 
she can stay there and care tor the 
children. It Is best. Those whoie 
need for earning money Ls so great 
as to force them out ot home, and 
tlioae unfitted by temperament and 
training for homo care of children, 
■houia bo relieved by proteMlonally 
trained workera, 

■ We shall need nursery schools and 
trained workera lo care for Uiem so 
tliese working liiothera can leave 
Uielr children with a fccllog oi 
curlty. And II In time It becomes 
necessary to call molhera to do war 
work, we must expand the achoobi. 
equip them for home care of chll- 

Th'u should be considered thought- 
fully now by the autiiorlUes con-, 
cemcd \n war work. If we are going 
to need home-care schools wc should 
set Uiem ready:'- Meanwhile let's 
hope as many mothers as possible 
itay home for Uic duraUon.
